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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

The specification is objected because any abbreviation must be written out 
initially. Therefore, "PCMCI" and "PC" in page 1 line 8, should be written out initially. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 1 and 6-8 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

In claim 1 lines 3-4, "the vicinity" lacks antecedent basis. 

In claim 6, line 2, "the end" should be --another end--; and "a card guide" should 
be -one of the card guides--. 

In claim 7 line 2, "the urging force" lacks antecedent basis; and "said" should be 
deleted. In lines 2-3, "the card guides" lacks antecedent basis. 

In claim 8 line 2, "the insertion/ejection direction" lacks antecedent basis. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made In this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale In this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent In the United 
States. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Yoshida 
et al. (US 4,887,188). 

Yoshida discloses a card connector comprising: a card receiving slot (3) for 
receiving a card; a push type ejecting mechanism (30) for ejecting the card provided in 
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the vicinity of the card receiving slot; the ejecting mechanism having a knob (60); and a 
stopper member (33) rotatably mounted on the knob and configured to assume a first 
position (Fig.3C), recessed from the card receiving slot, when the knob is in a 
depressed position, and a second position (Fig.3A), protruding into the card receiving 
slot preventing insertion of the card when the knob is in a protruded position. 

Regarding claim 2, Yoshida discloses a main body (10); and a pair of card guides 
(12,13) provided at both sides of the main body. 

Regarding claim 3, Yoshida the ejecting mechanism being mounted on one of 
the card guides. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Clainre 4-8 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the claim objections, set 
forth in this Office action and to Include all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Kajiura (US 6,045,377), Zuin (US 2001/0008815) and Ishlda et 
al. (US 6,176,714) disclose card connectors with ejector nrvechanisms and stopper 
members.
